You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  saict 
town  on  the  Second  Tuesda}^  of  March  next,  at  ten  o'clock 
in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  and  Agents 
for  the  year  ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  support  of  schools  ;  for  the  maintenance  of  the  poor  ;  for 
the  laying  out  and  repairing  of  highways,  and  building  and 
repairing  bridges;  for  paying  the  town  debts  and  defraying 
interest  thereon  ;  and  for  other  necessary  charges  arising  in 
said  town. 

3.  To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  committees 
or  officers  heretofore  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money,  for  salary  of  Librarian,  and  to  defray  the 
running  expenses  of  the  Public  Library. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 


a  sum  of   money  in    addition  to  that  required  by  law,  to    pur- 
chase books  for  the  Public  Library. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  for  the  decoration  of  Soldiers  Graves. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  exempt  from  taxation 
for  a  term  of  10  years,  the  property  formerly  owned  by  Ihe 
Chester  Creamery  Association,  provided  same  is  used  for  an 
evaporator  or  canning  factory. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  return  to  the  for- 
mer system,  of  one  highway  District,  and  choose  one  or  more, 
not  exceeding  three,  Highway  Agents,  as  provided  in  Sec.  3, 
Chap.  29,  laws  of   1893. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate a  sum  of  money  for  expenses  of  "Old   Home  Day." 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  build  a  system  of 
water  works  in  accordance  with  Chapter  204  of  the  laws  of 
1895,  and  issue  its  notes  or  bonds  in  payments  of  the  same.

SCHOOL    REPOKT 


General  Remarks. 


During  the  past  year  there  have  been  twenty-nine  weeks 
of  school.  The  pupils  have  been  under  the  care  of  compe- 
tent teachers,  and  the  usual  amount  of  work  has  been  done. 
There  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  quality  of  work  has 
been  up  to  the  standard  of  past  years.  It  is  easy  to  see 
where  there  might  be  improvement  even  in  the  best  of  schools, 
and  a  few  suggestions  from  those  who  have  watched  the  pro- 
gress of  the  children  may  not  be  out  of  place. 

We  begin  with  the  parents,  for  it  is  upon  them  that  the 
success  or  failure  of  our  schools  largely  depends.  Parents 
should  see  to  it  that  their  children  get  to  school  on  time  and 
that  they  go  every  day,  unless  prevented  by  illness.  Parents 
help  the  teachers  by  visiting  the  school  where  their  children 
attend,  and  letting  the  teacher  know  that  her  work  is  appre- 
ciated. A  teacher's  work  may  fail  of  the  best  results  for 
want  of  co-operation  and  sympathy  on  the  part  of  those  who 
at  home  have  entire  responsibility  for  the  children.  Parents, 
to  be  sure,  have  interested  themselves  to  a  good  degree  in 
the  schools,  but  it  would  be  well  if  all  parents  could  see  for 
themselves  the  kind  of  work  that  is  being  done  and  note 
whether  their  children  are  as  diligent  as  they  should  be. 
Parents  should  stand  by  the  teacher  in  her  efforts  to  secure 
good  discipline,  for  without  this  the  school  cannot  succeed 
In  school  the  teacher  must  stand  in  the  place  of    the  parents 
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and  enforce  obedience  when  necessary.  If  she  is  able  to  do 
this  the  parents  should  be  thankful,  even  if  heroic  measures 
have  to  be  resorted  to. 

In  these  days  people  are  asking  if  the  schools  cannot  do 
more  than  they  have  been  doing  for  the  moral  training  of 
children.  It  has  been  said  that  the  morality  of  the  country 
has  bcjen  ".subordinated  to  success  if  not  to  greed."  Would  it 
not  be  a  good  thing  if  every  child  could  be  given  some  hints 
as  to  what  true  success  is,  and  be  taught  that  the  real  wealth 
of  the  nation  is  measured  not  by  what  the  people  have,  but 
by  what  they  are. 

If  a  word  might  be  added  concerning  the  teachers,  it 
would  be  to  remind  them  of  the  limitations  of  human  strength. 
There  is  such  a  thing  as  undertaking  too  much  in  society, 
and  overtaxing  one's  nervous  force,  so  as  not  to  be  able  to  do 
justice  to  one's  self  in  the  regular  work  of  the  school.  We 
are  still  of  the  opinion  that  a  majority  of  the  pupils  who  at- 
tend an  academy  out  of  town  would  be  better  off  if  they 
would  remain  in  our  own  schools  until  they  are  better  pre- 
pared for  a  more  advanced  course.  The  money  which  the 
town  pays  for  the  tuition  of  pupils  who  are  obliged  to  repeat, 
a  year's  work  in  one  of  these  schools  is  not  used  to  good  ad- 
vantage. The  absence  of  these  pupils  cripples  our  own 
schools,  and  they  waste  their  own  time  by  undertaking  work 
to  which  they  are  not  equal. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  the  Brick  school- 
house  was  much  in  need  of  repairs.  The  room  has  been  fur- 
nished with  a  new  ceiling  like  that  of  the  Grammar  School, 
and  has  been  painted  and  papered.  Some  other  improve- 
ments have  been  made  and  the  school-room  is  now  tidy  and 
comfortable.  The  Knowles  school-house  was  also  put  into 
good  condition  at  slight  cost  and  now  the  pupils  of  District 
6  and  8  have  a  large,  airy  room    in  which  to  work.     It  is  dif- 
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ficult  in  making  a  transfer  from  one  school  to  another  to  sat- 
isfy everybody,  but  in  this  case  the  good  of  all  was  consid- 
ered. The  Tow!e  school-house  was  too  small  to  accommo- 
date the  number  of  pupils  in  attendance,  and  the  only  practi- 
cable thing  to  do  was  to  shift  over  to  the  larger  building. 
We  are  glad  to  say  that  the  families  in  both  districts  have 
fallen  in  with  this  plan.  Doubtless  the  larger  room  and  bet- 
ter location  have  been  an  advantage  to  the  children  on  the 
score  of  health,  if  for  no  other  reason. 

The  opportunities  and  privileges  of  another  school  year 
are  past.  How  much  has  been  made  of  them  the  future 
alone  will  tell.  Pupils  have  seemed  to  be  interested  in  their 
work.  If  in  any  case  good  progress  has  not  been  made  the 
blame  must  rest  upon  the  pupil.  Good  work  means  steady 
advancement,  and  without  some  application  by  the  pupil  the 
best  teacher  in  the  world  cannot  be  of  much  help.  We  be- 
lieve that  the  year  has  been  profitable  to  all  who  have  tried 
to  do  their  part.
